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SENATOR ROBINSON’S ADDRESS 
Senator Arthur Robinson, in his address here 
Tuesday night, is complimented for his splendid 
m anner in which he told of the accomplishments 
and performance of the present Republican Ad­ 
ministration, made under the greatest of stress 
and trying conditions. 
The Senator paid a glowing tribute to his col­ 
league, Senator Watson of this city, and for 
whom he holds the highest regard. With Sena­ 
tor W atson’s health impaired, Senator Robinson 
expressed a most earnest prayer for his early re­ 
covery. 
Senator Robinson, in his address, stressed the 
fact that the republican party had fulfilled the 
m ajor issues of its Kansas City platform.

m inistration, faced with democratic opposition 
in both branches of congress, has made great 
strides in reducing the national debt—most of 
which was contracted during the democratic ad­ 
ministration of Woodrow Wilson during the 
World War, when foreign loans were made and 
not even a slip of paper received from them 
to represent the loans. 
This national debt of $27,000,000,000 has been 
reduced to $15,500,000,000 and nearly $2,000,- 
000.000 of it has been paid off under the Hoover 
administration of tiie last eighteen months. The 
national tax rate has >been reduced five times 
uncter republican administrations. 
Senator Robinson made an earnest plea for* 
the voters to k eep the republicans in power. They 
offer only a constructive form of government. 
No other administration in history has been able 
to act upon two great measures in such a space 
of time—just 18 months—and we have in force 
the farm relief measure and the tariff bill. 
Farming is the basic industry of our nation, 
and the republican administration recognizes it 
as such.

CONSTANZA, ROUMANIA. 
After writing the letter that I sent from this port during 
August, I thought perhaps it was too caustic. Our return trip was 
welcomed because it gav e me an opportunity to v erify some of the 
impressions the first trip had made.. Ev ery thing I said the first 
time was mild. 
We arriv ed at Constanza this morning at 6 o’clock. 
Port of­ 
ficials came aboard immediately , but it was ten o’clock before we 
could leav e the ship. After the port officials had checked ov er our 
passports, they were taken to the police headquarters in order 
that our names might be engrav ed there and that our pictures 
might be compared with those in the rogues’ gallery . Before this 
trip is ov er our names will be on the police records of ev ery country 
in the Near East. 
On our way to the city this morning to get my Dead Sea watch 
oiled again, we were stopped by a soldier who asked if we could 
speak Russian. Russia and Roumania are looking cross-ey ed at 
each other. 
After affirming our ignorance of the Russian lan­ 
guage and display ing (proudly ) our American passports, we were 
allowed to pass. 
Some may wonder why we came v ia the Black Sea on our way 
to the United States. 
It is much farther this way , but the fare is 
at least one hundred dollars less. 
We could hav e sav ed a week’s 
time by returning through Europe, but we felt that Rushv ille could 
better afford to do without us a week than we could do without 
the one hundred handsome dollars. 
We tried to buy some ice cream in Constanza this morning, and 
were told that it could be had hel*e in the winter only . Ev ery thing 
here is a cart before the horse proposition.
